If the 
people who were working on the files 
were not actually mg. the one I 
wanted, I could check the reference. 
He summoned a boy. In a moment 
I was being ushered into the read- 
ing room. The tables were piled 
with files of the Jyish Times over 
the past three or fOur years. They 
were lying in bundles on the long 
tables, heaped up on the chairs, 
strewn all over the floor, and 
against the wall. Open and closed, 
with markers in some of them, and 
wads of notes stuck here and there 
all over the place. “ 

There were four or five young 
men and women in the room—in 
addition to a couple of typical 
readers studying the Tipperary 
Journal of 1892. 

Each had an Irish Times file 
—open at the “leader” page 
as far as I could see—in front 
of him, and a note pad 
beside him.

be done to get over the difficulty. 

“We are prepared to carry you 
with us as far as we can, and we 
expect and hope that you will be 
able to co-operate, and, possibly, to 
make suggestions as to how the 
difficulty can be got over best with 
the least possible hardship to all. 
I hope we shall get the help from 
you that we desire. 

“There are two sections of you 
here—the Conciliation Grade, in 
which, by agreement, there is a 
Guaranteed Week of six days (the 
Clerical Grade is represented here 
which is not embodied in that 
agreement, but to some extent, I 
think, might be included with 
them), and the Shop Grades, which 
work a 47-hour week. What we 
have to consider is what we are 
going td do, and I would like to 
hear something from the repre- 
sentatives of the Conciliation Grade 
first. Have they anything to

“ There should be no further mis- 
understanding about the fuel 
situation.

The Russian attack along the 
Lower Dniester, first mentioned by 
Berlin on ‘“'cdnesday, is being 
made along an 80-mile front from 
Dubosary, north of Kishinev, to 
the river’s mouth, according to 
Olberg, military commentator of 
the German News Agency. The 
main pressure, he said, was again 
in the Tighina area, south-east of 
Kishinev. 


Border Tightened Up 


There was great police activity

identity. Any who were unable to 
do so had their names and addresses 
taken.

Hotels have tended to be either 
luxurious and expensive, or rank 
bad and—sometimes—cheap. The 
holiday-maker of low means does 
not want luxury; but he does 
want decent comfort, cleanliness, 
and good, honest food. Other 
European countries specialiséd, 
before the war, in offering holi- 
days of just this standard; and 
the result was that they built up 
a large tourist business not only 
in foreigners, but in the ordinary 
men and women of their own 
towns. Mr. O’Brien seemed to 
recognise these facts when he 
said that the Board felt that there 
must be, adjacent to the cities, 
“facilities for the poorest classes 
of the community to go out and 
spend their leisure in comfort- 
able conditions.” This, he added, 
was not. philanthropy; “it 
happened to be just as good 
business as any other side of the 
tourist traffic.”

EXTERNAL TRADE 
PRICE CONTROL URGED 


“An ever-increasing degree of 
industrialisation is necessary if we 
are to secure an improved standard 
of living,” said Lieut.-Col. K. 
Edgeworth, speaking in the Royal 
Irish Academy, Dublin, last night, 
when he opened a discussion on the 
subject of “ The Future of Irish 
External Trade.” 

Experience had shown, he said, 
that a system of protective tariffs 
had many disadvantages, and that 
there was a strong tendency towards 
strangling international trade. A 
new method of controlling inter- 
national trade which suggested itself 
was a moderate system of protective 
tariffs, supplemented by a system 
designed to control the general level 
of prices. It was to every country’s 
advantage to bring its price level 
under control, irrespective of 
whether other countries adopted 
similar measures. The full advan- 
tages of the scheme, he said, could 
only be realised by international co- 
operation. 

Professor Joseph Johnston said 
that exports centred on the cattle 
trade, which was clouded in uncer- 
tainty. The economic war was alleged 
to have been settled in 1938, but 
something else which the British had 
started eleven years ago. still 

persisted; it was a policy of price 
Hifferentiation, aimed against our fat 
cattle, which had proved disastrous 
to our agricultural economy.

CHICKEN HATCHERIES 


In-an address from Radio Eireann 
last night, Miss J. Mangan, 
Poultry Instructress, Bandon, gave 
an account of a recently established 
industry in Co, Cork, where giant 
-|chicken hatcheries have been at 
work at the premises of two co- 
operative societies. 

Such hatcheries, said Miss 
Mangan, cannot fail to have a very 
useful influence in improving the 
quality of fowl and equalising egg 
production at the different seasons) {j 
of the year. The hatcheries were 
first started on a small scale with 
small unit oil-burning incubators. 
Soon the demand for chickens 
far exceeded the supply, and ulti- 
mately mammoth _ electrically- 
operated incubators of about 
3,000-egg capacity were installed. 
The chickens were sold only in = 
districts served by the societies, 
the demand was now so great 
the incubators, running an 
December to May each year, were 
unable to hatch out enough 
chickens for all customers.
